I stepped in Tientsin long enough to enquire inte 
the general condition of the place and to visit not enly the 
whele of the foreign settlement but also the native city. In-

Frem our efficers cemmanding detachments along the route I 
heard that during the last few weeks several reconnaissances 
had been made te points frem five te seven miles on either 
side ef the road and at which the presence ef Boxers had been 
reperted. Though the latter were found in ferce, they offered 
ne sérious resistance te the troops and fled as seon as they 
were attacked. So little resistance did they offer that beth 
eur officers and men said they had not the heart to cut them 
down,and none now censider them as censtituting any danger 
to our lines ef communication or as likely to undertake any 
eperatiens against us. 

On arriving in Peking I went very carefully and 
in great detail ever the whole situation as created by recent 
events in Nerth China with Mr.Conger,General Chaffee and 
General James H.Wilson,and read all the cerrespondence which 
has passed between Mr.Conger,the Department ef State and the 
Chinese Tsungli Yamen. Two days before my arrival in Peking 
Mr. Cenger had addressed to Prince Ching,who had returned te 
the capital some days Seek hen. steed ootoeed by the Emperor te 
open negotiatiens with the Diplomatic representatives at Pe- 
king for the reestablishment ef peace,a note urging upon : 
him the necessity ef the Emperer’s return te Peking,as the 
most potent means of restering tranquility te the country 
and consequently facilitating and expediting negetiations. 
“While he (the Emperer)remains at a distance",says Mr.Conger 
in his note,"surreunded by the same advisers as before,the 


prospect of a permanent settlement must remain doubtful. . . 


for it suggests both te Foreign Gevernments and te the peo- 


| ple that there will be no change in the policy of the Tkrone 


tewards Fereign Powers and their subjects in China." 
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The views of Mr.Conger on this subject were identi- 
eal with my own,as the Department.is aware by my cablegram 
of September 2lst, Another peint on which I was pleased to 
find my views coincide with those of our Minister,was the in- 
perative necessity of maintaining the present force of troops 
in Peking until after the signing of at least the prelimin- 
aries of peace and the demonstration by the Chinese Govern- 
ment ef not only its willingness but its ability to restore 
erder. Any withdrawal of troops from the capital before the 
return of the Emperer,would in-our opinion be unquestionably 
prejudicial te American interests,as it would be represented 
by the Chinese Government to the peoplé° and universally se 
believed by them te be due te fear or as a result of Imper- 
ial commands, The moral effect on the people of the occupe- 
tion of Peking by the Pewers would be minimized by such a 
step and the conclusion ef satisfactery negetiations greatly 
jeopardized, In our epinion the withdrawal from Peking 


should be gradual and contingent on the reestablishment ef 


order in the disturbed provinces - especially in that of 
Chihli,and we believe that nething would so stimulate the 
Chinese Gevernment to energetic action as a hope of putting 
an end to the foreign occupation of the capital. 

While General Chaffe was,for purely militery rea- 
sons,especially the urgent need of eur returning troops to 
the Philippines,in favor of a complete evacuation of not 
enly Peking but of all northern China,he did not deny the 
validity of the above arguments in favor of the maintenance 
ef the present force in the field,argumentse which he told 
me had been made to him by all the diplomats in Peking. 

From General Chaffee and General Wilson I learnt 
that in the various reconnaissances in the neighborheod of 
Peking - extending over a large area of country,no opposi- 
tien had been made to. the treops by the parties of Boxers 
—. » r ohomeaahe yee on oe —en dispersed at the first 
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attack. Such being the condition,the Imperial treops and 
the Boxers having apparently ceased to hold the field,no 
longer forming any organized force against which our troops 


can possibly eperate,it becomes apparent that the only power 


which can bring about the complete reestablishment of erder, 
is the Chinese ene. To this task it should now be strictly 
held and it is my belief that it can easily and rapidly ac- 
complish it. | 
The return of the Chinese Gevernment to Peking be- 
ing once recognized as an indispenable preliminary to the 
reestablishment ef order,it would seem that no offensive mil- 
itary eperations not necessitated fer purposes ef defense, 
should be now engaged in by the international feorces,for 
such would unquestionably fill the Chinese with not unfound- 
ed apprehensions as to the intentien ef the Pewers and there- 
by delay,if not make impossible,the desired return of the 
Emperor te Peking. If punitive expeditiens should be de- 
cided upon they can be led without a deubt throughout the 
Aength and breadth of China,but the result would be te ut- 
terly defeat the ends we have in view,and anarchy might reign 
threughout the Empire,but they can never exercise,as some 
foreigners now think,a quieting influence en the country. 
While in Peking I called en Prince Ching. He told 
me that he theroughly concurred with Mr.Cenger’s views con- 
cerning the necessity ef the Emperer’s return to Peking and 
that he and the other high officials now in Peking had memo- 
rialized him te do s0,sending him a copy of Mr.Cenger’s note. 
I urged upon him the necessity ef his government taking prompl- 
and effective measures threughout the country te completely 
reestablish order as the enly means of arresting offensive 
operations on the part ef the foreign ferces. He answered 
that ‘imperial erders had already been sent fer the extermin- 
: ation of the Boxers everywhere and that they were being car- 
Me seaad - Lond pare teld me,had also issued a pro- 
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clamation ih'Chikli’ Which would'fréatly tend to attain these 
ends, From the general tone ef the Prince’s remarks I ga+ 
thered that he did not yet feel himself very stréngly sup- 
perted at Court in @eeuring its acceptance of the measures 
which he evidently recognized are necessary to a restora- 
tion of peaceful imternatim@mal relations phat he did not view 
with any pleasure Li Rung Chang's being associated with him 
in the coming negotiations. The straightforward and clear 
declaration by the United States of its policy in China as 
made known to him i your circular of July 83d last,and 
your note to Wu Tinggot August 22d were,I gained,a source of 
sincere gratification te him. He finally assured me that his 
Gevernment would net fail in any effort to promptly rees- 
tablish order and honestly perform the conditions necessary 
te future cordial relations. In all this I think the Prince 
was abeolutely sincere;it remains to be seen how far his 
views and suggestions meet with the support of the Emperer now 
exposed to the influence of hostile advisers. | 
I had also while in Peking several convergatiens 
with Sir Robert Hart,whose long experience in China entitled 
his views te every consideration. He looked upon the hener 
movement as a national and patriotic ene for freeing Chine 


ef the fereigners to whom,rightly or wrengly,it attributed 


all the country’s misfertunes during the last half century. 
Though crushed at present he feared that unless the Pewers 


would agree te treat the question in a conciliatory spirit 
which would tend te establish cordial relations with China- 
-@ state which had never existed in the past - it might some 
day come to life again when the world might have to face an 
armed China,not @ rabble carrying spears and tridents. He 
thought that China could still pay a reasonable indemnity 
though its finances were in a bad conditien,perhaps it could 


?. 
pay £50,000,000.,er £100,000,000.,but he feared the Powers’ 
demands would greatly exceed these figures and that further 
eessiena ef territory would be insisted upon which would 
continue indefinitely the feeling of unrest,suspicion and 
hostility on the part ef the Chinese. | 

Referring to the coming negotiations of Prince 
Ching with the Diplomatic representatives,he told me that he 
had prepared for him a statement ef facts showing China’s re- 

and a draft 
sponsibility in the present troubles which he thought the 
Prince might submit to the Diplomatic corps as a basis for 
the preliminary negotiations. I enclose a copy of these pa- 
pers fer your personal information, 

Sir Rebert said that he believed that the Chinese 
would readily agree te the severest punishment of Prince Tuan, 
Chuang and all these who were responsible for the present 
treubles,but he held that the painishment sheuld only be de- 
manded after the Emperer had returned te Peking and the first 
steps had been taken in the negotiations. He believed that 
if insisted upen at the ames moment,all the guilty weuld 
probably escape. He was also of opinien that the Chinese were 
prepared te see the Empress Dewager absolutely removed from 
power and that so long as she suffered no indignity in persen 
they would net object to such measures being taken as might 
appear necessary to prevent her exercising hereafter undue 
influence over the Emperor. The people of China,Sir Robert 
said,were profoundly loyal te the present Emperer and his 
return te real powér would be hailed en all sides,as well 
among the officials as the people,with joy. 

Mr. Conger agreeing with me inithinking that it was 
urgently necessary te impress on the Viceroys of Nanking and 
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Wuchang the advisability of their memoralizing the Threne in 
favor of the Emperors return to Peking,and of ascertaining 
@ how far they would support Prince Ching’s views,I decided to 


leave Peking at once and proceed as rapidly as possible to 
these two provincial capitals. I left Peking on the 24th ult. 
and arrived in Shanghai on the 50th. 

I asked Admiral Remey when on beard the Breoklyn “ 
eff Taku on the 27th. September on my way down here,to have 
me sent up the Yang.tze on ene ef our men-of-war now sta- 
tioned at Shanghai,and believe that the Vicereys would be 

+ pleased at my thus visiting them,and we owe them much for 
the perfect erder they have maintained in their provinces 
during the present troubles. I shall leave as soon as the 
Admiral’s orders are received. ! 

Admiral Remey having mentiened to me on the 27th 
September thet the naval commanders at Taku had decided,at 
the suggestion of the German Vice Admiral he believed,that 
an internatienal naval force should be sent te capture Tsing 
Wang tao near Shan hai Kuan,and believing as I do that such 
an operation was net only uncalled for but might pessibly be 
highly prejudicial te the real interests of the United States 
and contrary te the views held by Mr.Cenger and myself,I 
sent yeu on the lst Octeber a cablegram which I now have 
the henor te confirm as follows.- 

*Secstate,Washington. 

First, Admiral informed mé last Thursday command- 
ing efficers naval forces made an agreement attack Tsing 
Wang tae. Altheugh now garrisoned Chinese ferces they are 
passive, Military eperatiens except on the defensive at 
the present moment will unquestienably retard the return of 
the Emperer Peking,the restoratien of erder by Chine whith 
it declares that it has begun and conclusien ef prelimina- 
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In this cennectien I may mentien that well known 
German subjects residing in Tientsin,Messrs Hanneken and De- 
tring,arethe chief movers,besides being interested in a 
scheme fer deepening the harber ef Tsing Wang tao and making 
it a winter port. They expect if the scheme goes through te 
realize very large profits. 

It is also of interest to nete that priecr to the 
recent capture of the Pei tang fert by the Russian and Ger- 
man ferces,a capture effected with practically no less te 
either side except as a result of accidents,Li Hung Chang, 
then at Taku,effered te have the fert evacuated and handed 
ever to the international forces. This was declined by the 
Germans and Russians, - capture by ferce of arms seeming to 
them preferable.

1. In 1898 the attitude of the Kansuh General ,Tung Fuh Hsian 
and’ his soldiers caused the Legations to bring guards to 
Peking for their temporary protection. = 

2. During 1899 fereigners in China were disquieted by reperts 
frem Shantung concerning the Bexers movements. Ne edict 
hed as yet been seen approving of it, but it was said to be 


supported by the provincial officials. 


3. Early in 1900 the Boxers cressed frem Shantung into Pe- 
chili and reached Paotingfoe,burning churches and massacring 
converts wherever fallen in with. Legations guards were 


again brought to Peking. 


4. Boxer eutrages continued and the situatien became more 
grave when Fengtai was reached. The decisien of the fer- 
eign representatives to strengthen the Legation guards was 
however impossible te give effect to and the force led by 
Admiral Sir E.Seymour had te return te Tientsin ewing to 
the destruction ef the railway. 


5. On the llth June the Chancellor ef the Japanese Legation, 
Mr.Sugiwara was killed by Tung Fuh Hsiang’s soldiers near 

the Yung Ting men gate,and on the 15th the Boxers entered 
Peking by the Ha-ta-men gate and began burning houses etc.,in 
every quarter. On this the Legatiens posted their guards 

to pretect the Legatien quarter and Chinese were ne lenger 
allewed te circulate freely;the protéctien ef the Legatiens 
required this, 


6. Om the 14th June Peking and Tientsin ceuld ne longer con- 
municate,and the naval authorities at Taku decided to ec- 
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ae : 3 there be fer China's Ten-tenths? while,en the ether hand,if 


cupy the Taku ferts,as forces would have te pass them for 
the rescue of the Legatiens. On the 19th the Yamen directed 
the fereign representatives to quit Peking within 24 hours; on 
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?.- Befere the siege the Boxers,altheugh said to be supported 
by the Shantung previncial autherities,were not known te have 
been recognized by Edict, but after the siege began Edict 
after Edict praised them for their doings, and Princes and 
high ministers were appointed te lead them;the preclamations 
of these leaders were also seen in the streets.

Russians have given to Germans the rail- 
way from Yang Teun to Peking to reconstruct and operate, 
the former repairing and centrelling from Yang Tsun to Shan 
Hai Kwan. Under this arrangement, it is not believed the 
road can be quickly repaired or satisfactorily operated. It 
is proposed by British, American and Japanese commanders to 
surrender the whole line from Shan Hai Kwan to Peking to the 
original builder and present general manager, Kinder, to 
reconstruct at first opportunity. He guarantees that he 
will reconstruct it immediately. He is reported to be well 
backed financially, and knows how to build and operate with 
Chinese labor. As a military necessity, regardless poli- 
tise, I recommend that Russian, German and French Govern- 
ments be urged to Join in the arrangement.

I reached Nanking on the 8th instant and wes inform- 
ed by our Censul at Chingkiang,Mr.Martin,who is for the time 
being stationed at Nanking,that the Viceroy Liu K’un-yi would

a ive me the next day. Aecompanied by the Commander of 
—_— 


‘the Nashville and his officers,and by Mr.Martin and Mr.H,T. 
_ Smith,1 accordingly called on the Viceroy on the day follow- 
ing my arrival and was received by him with the utmost cour- 
tesy and every efficial honor, After a short exchange of 
formal compliments I had a long private sutervies with His 
Excellency, I expressed the gratification which we all feel 
thet such an @lightened statesman should be at this criti- 
cal juncture the Viceroy of the Liang Kiang Provinces and thet 
he should have been able te maintain peace ‘ant ‘erder amengst 
thepeople under his control, He angwered that he had but 
done his duty and that he would continue te do it to his ut- 
most, Recent that it was ner mpearly ent to him to 
protect American interests as.always felt a strong inclina- 


tion towards yr country whose pelicy in China had always 


peen,and was especially now,friendly and disinterested. As 
leng ago as the days when he was Governor of Kiangsi he had 
been ordered by his government te look most carefully after 
American interestsj;he would always do so, I stated that the 
friendly sentiments of His Excellency were so well known and 
his patrietic and enlightened stateamanship and perfect inm- 
partiality so widely recognized that I did net hesitate to 
speak te him of the present crisis with entire frankness and 
hoped that he would do the same with me. He knew,I said,by 
the note ef the Department of State to the Chinese Minister 
at Washingten,under date of August 12th,last,the views of 

my Gevernment on the present erisisa. We held that the first 
step to be taken by the Imperial government was to establish 
clearly not enly its willingness but its ability to restére 
order everywhere,after which diplomatic negotiations could 

be begun. Our Minister at Peking,and the ether foreign rep- 
resentatives had sent similar no‘es I believed,had informally 
written to Prince Ching ( I handed him a copy of Mr.Conger’s 
nete of September 16th te the Prince ) saying that in his 
epinion nething weuld se much tend to establish peace and 
erder as the prompt return of the Emperor to Peking. I in- 
sisted at considerable length on the fact that so long as the 
evil councillors who were responsible for the recent disas- 
ters,Prince Tuan,?Prince Chuang,Kang-yi and ethers were around 
His Majesty,ne peace could reign no negetiations be breught 
to a successful termination. I therefore asked him if he 
did net think it advisable for him to memorialize the Emperor 
urging his return,as Prince Ching and the other high offici- 


als now at Peking had done. He replied that when the for- 


eign forces had begtin their march on Peking he had telegraph- 
ed the Emperor to remain at the capital at ell hazards. 
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Unfortunately his telegram arrived in Peking three days af- 
ter the Emperor’s flight. He then told me,with deep emotion, 


ef the terrible hardships the Emperor had been subjected to 
when fereced to fly from the capital,hidden in a poor mule 
eart,with insufficient foeod,clothing and bedding. He said 
that considering all the circumstances of the Emperor's 
flight,he could net urge on him te return te Peking,that he 
felt it his duty to let some time pass,enough te deaden the 
memory ef what he had gone through,befere begring him te return 
to the capital where,furthermore,everything had been destroy- 
ed and some plague would probably seon break out. He said 
thet the Emperer had been ferced to leave T’ai-yuan Fu in 
Shansi on account ef the impossibility ef receiving necessary 
supplies in that famine stricken province,and to go te Hai- 
an Fu in Shensi,but that on no acceunt would he remain away 
from Peking,his ancestral capital and birthplace,a day longer 
than absolutely necessary, Hé@i-an,he said,was in reality the 
best place fer His Majesty te reside in for the present as 
it was in telegraphic communicatien with every point ef the 
ee OS Po pe Bowes eve 
press I enclose an account said te have been written by a 
high Chinese official of the Imperial Ceurt and which has 
recently been published in a Japanese paper. Much of it 
agrees with what Liu K’un-yi teld ma, See also enclosure No.2. 
I teld him that the Emperer could have nothing te 


fear from the presence of eur troops in Peking,that he doubt- 
less remembered that cour Consul General in Shanghai had con- 
veyed te him some time ago the assurances ef our Gevern- 

ment that His Majesty should be,so far as we were concerned, 
insured in the full enjoyment ef all ef the henors due his 
Oxalted rank if he remained in the capital. He said that he 
ey aid not for an instant doubt it ,bdut that it was 
_- dmpossidle just at present te inprogy this on the Emperor, 
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theugh he knew that he had been,not only strongly adverse 
to leaving Peking but that he Was now most desirous of re- 
turning there. (See alee enclosure Ne. 3,) 

| Admitting his arguments,for the sake ef discussion, 
as well founded,I then asked him how it was possible te re- 
move the Emperer frem the evil councillors who still abse- 
lutely centrelled his actiens and who could render abortive 
every step which might be taken by himself and the high pro 
vincial authorities in the Empire fer the resteratien ef or- 
der and the opening ef negotiations. He replied that he and 
all Chinese were unamimous in the belief and firm in the de- 
termination that these men,*the whole Bexer clique*he called 
them,must be exterminated;that the guilty Princes and Minis- 
ters,must be put te death,fer se long as that was net done 
some of them at least,the Princes) he meant,might regain 
their pewer, At present he felt himself nearly helpless to 
secure the adoptien by the Emperer ef necessary measures, 
for these very Princes and Ministers wrete the replies to 
his memorials. His own life was not safe as leng as they 
were in pewer;their extermination was mere necessary to him 
and the ether leyal efficials,he added,than to any and all 
ef the Pewers,. 

The Vicerey could net be made to believe that the 

Emperer could be in a position in which his commands would 
net be ebeyed, He persisted in stating that if the abse- 
lute mecessity ef ridding the Empire of the "Bexer clique" 
was preperly and strongly represented to him,his commands to 


exterminate them would be promptly obeyed. He pointed te the 
Imperial ediet ef September 25th last (see my We.9 of Octo-. 
ber Srd)as an indication ef the Imperial determination te 
punish these men and as proving that better councils were 


gaining ground,and when I gave it as my belief that the pun- 
ishment therein ordered had not been inflicted,he said the 
language ef the Edict was so positive that it was inconceiv- 
able that they should not be, Though he would net venture, 
with this Edict before him,to further urge on the Emperor the 
punishment ef these men, he would telegraph Li Hung chang te 
urge their immediate exemplary punishment,and he said that if 
all ef the Pewers would unite in demanding it as a prelimin- 
ary measure indispensable te the opening ef negotiations, 

he felt sure that it would be promptly secured. He also men- 
tiened the fact ef the Emperer having had put to death be- 
fere his eyes a Bexer chief,as showing his desire and abil- 
ity te crush them, Z enclose a translation of a recent de- 
eree en the subject . See enclosure No, 4, 

Once the guilty Princes and high officials pun- 
ished,the Vicerey felt sure order would be restored every- 
where and the Emperer and Empress ceuld ceme back te Peking, 
especially if the fereign treops were in the meanwhile re- 
duced to the size ef Legation guards. The good councillors 
of the Emperor were steadily regaining the ascendancy at 
Court and would soon be again in control ed affairs. The 
Edict ef September 25th,due entirely te the Emperor,and 
ethers he mentioned were preof of this. 

After several hours of conversation in which the 
same arguments were gone over and ever again in slightly dif- 
ferent forms,3 told the Viceroy,that in view ef the high es- 
teem in which he was held by eur gevernment I would trans- 
mit te yeu by wire the substance ef his remarks,after sub- 
mitting te him the text ef my message. I insisted through- 
eut on the urgent necessity of China reestablishing at ence 
peace and erder itselfjevery day ef delay meant for it,not 
enly increased demands by the foreign pewers,but made more 
prebable further military eperations by the international 


 ‘ferees, T hed just heard that an expedition of this nature 
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had started from Pao-ting Pu,the next ene might be fer T'ai-

yuan or Hei-an. He replied that he fully reeegnized the 
foree of this argument and the ability ef foreign troops to 
go whither they pleased in China,and that his every effert 
tended te hasten at least a eemmencement of a settlement ef 
the present treubles. It was his epinien that further mil- 
itary operations would be inadvisable as the evil council- 
iers whe now surreunded the Bmperor woulda seek to wi theraw 
him further away where they could continue te rule entic- 
turbed, 

The fellewing day the Viceroy returned my visit 
at the United States Consulate,being teo feeble to do se on 
board the "Nashville",anchered some five miles from his Ya- 
men, ‘The next day (llth instant) after dining with the Vice- 
rey at his Yamen I had another leng conversation with him, 

. I showed him the text of the telegraphic dispatch which I 
proposed sending you (see enclosure Ne. 5.) and was told 


that it embodied correctly his views so far as it went. 


Hé then wrote the enclosed memerandum (Enclesure Ne. 6.) and 


asked that it be alse commnicated te you, I did net think 
it necessary ,however,te telegraph it te yeu. 

The Vicerey repeatedly seught te exculpate the Dew- 
ager Empress,whe,he said,was only guilty in heaving listened 
te bad advisers and given them a free hand. I gathered from 
some of his remarks that it might be pessible te secure her 
permanent withdrawal frem participation in affairs ef State 
at the proper time, 

Threughout my long cenversations with the Viceroy 
I was,as are all these whe meet him,deeply impressed by his 
frank and courteous manner and his evident sincerity. He is 
clearly in faver ef promptly settling,or rather beginning 
a settlement,ef the many questions raised by the present 
treubles,as are in fact many ef the high provincial auther- 
ities ef China, Many reasens can be advanced for the Vice- 
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rey’s desire,(l)he believes it to be in the best interests 
ef his country,(2) he fears he may not be able to indefi- 
nitely preserve order in his provinces from which he may 
be removed and in which hia authority is being undermined 
by the appointment of anti-foreign Manchu efficials;(3) he 
has committed . to a policy se absolutely epposed to 
the views of the ruling party at Ceurt that he can go but 
little further without putting himself in a state of rebel- 
lion,which nothing could induce him to do, (4) he evidently 
feels that the anti-fereign party at Ceurt still wields a 
vast power and is not se dismayed by recent events that it 
is ready to make peace on any terms.He@ must recognize however 
that,the easiest poliey fer China in the present crisis is 
te let negotiations drag en as long as possible,in view of 
the apparent inability ef the interested Pewers te adopt any 
plan of joint negotiations satisfactory to all,and that 
their conflicting interests might make separate arrangements 
with each of them easier and secure more satisfactory terms 
for China, 

I left Nanking en the 15th instant and arrived in 
Hankew en the 15th. On the 16th the "Nashvilie"*moved over to 
Wuchang, the Viceroy’s,Chang Chih-tung's,eapital,and anchored 
near his Yamen so that he ceuld more easily return my visit. 

I was received the same day by the VYicerey with 
the usual ce-emeonies,and afterwards had a long private con- 
versation with him, I expressed to him,as I had done to the 
Nanking Vicerey,my appreciation of the services he had and 
was still rendering the cause eof peace and order by his man- 
agement ef affairs in his provinces and the perfect protec- 
tion he was affording foreigners and their property,and as- 
surred him that the promise he and the Nanking Vicerey had 
madé and had so perfectly kept of maintaining order in their 
provinces was a source of sincere gratification to all for- 


- @ign governments,and that our confidence that they would eon-

tinue to do so was entire, Rmowing as I did his earnest de- 
sire te sae order restored he must see the necessity of the 
Imperial Government taking prompt and effective steps to se- 
sure that end, and I would be pleased if he would confide to 


me his views on the subject. He bBhanked me for the confi- 
dence placed in him,and said that he was’ well acquainted with 
the views ef the Washingten Gevernment on Chinese affairs; 

; that he realizedthat the United States was the enly really 
disinterested Pewer with which China had relations,the enly 
one which had never made any wt reasonable demands of his 
country. He sincerely hoped that our government would in the 
present crisis use its good offices in reconciling the views 
of the various Powers and in promoting a prompt settlement 

of the pending difficulties. He thought that some step 
should at once be taken by the Chinese Government te convince 
the Powers ef its determination toopen negotiations, but 

he did not believe that the wBmperor could be induced to re- 
turn at once to Peking,as sugpested by the foreign repre- 
sentatives to Prince Ching,er that it would be possible to 
secure immediately the adequate punishment of these respon- 
sible for the present troubles as he understood that some of 
the Powers intended to demand, He suggested that it might, 
hewever,be possible te have the bad advisers of the Emperor 
prohibited from following him to Hsi-an,stripped of all their 
official rank and otherwise placed in a positbon where it 
would be impossible for them to communicate with him or exer- 
cise any influence on the direction of affairs. This could 
be dene as apreliminary step te eviaence the Emperor's wil- 
Ringness and ability to restore order and would be without 
prejudice to the final punishment to be meted out to these 
persons to be decided upon with the Powers and which in the 
case of the more culpable he theught should be death, He 
said the Powers could designate the persons they thought 


— 
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should be thus put under strict surveillance or confined to 
a given city. They sheuld not ask too many,as those chosen 
would try and shift their respéhbibility,the one on the other. 
I might think,he added,that the sugrestion was in the wrong 
directionjas evidencing a desire to let the guilty finally 
escape the full punishment they desérved;such was not,however, 
his intention. Ha made the sugsestion as being in his opin- 
ion a practical wasy of rapidly and surely gaining the de- 
sired end,making the Emperor once more a free agent and en- 
abling him to convince the Powers of his sincere desire to 
settle the present treubles. As showing the Emperor's de- 
termination to get rid of his anti-foreign entourage,he told 
me ef the manner in which he had dismissed from the public 
service forever the late Governor of Shansi,Yu Hsien,whose 
life,the Vicerey said,Was only sparea en account of the 
numerous Manchus still areund the Emperer and whom he at present 
feared to render hostile. 

I agreed te submit to you the substance of the 
Viceroy’s suggestions and showed him,for his approval ,the 
text of my telegram of the 16th instant which read as fol- 
1oWa, - 

"x x The Vicerey asks whether the United states would ac- 
eept removal personages guilty of present troubles - names 
to be specified by the Pewers - te a placé where they weuld 
be in impossibility of taking any part in the government of 
the country - this te be dene without prejudice punishment 
te be settied later and proof cemplete isolation to be satis- 
factory Pewers as a preof of willimenéss and ability imoerial 
government te restore order and agree to epen negotiations 
with plenipotentiaries new appointed on this being done. If 
acceptable asks that the United Statés strongly urge accept- 
ance ether Pewers. Is ef opinion that this will expedite 


negotiations. The Viceroy requests you will answer this sug- 


gestion. He is associated with Ching and Li and Viceroy Nan- 
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king as negotiator, x x * 

The Viceroy spoke at great length about the poeli- 
ey of the various Powers in China and evidenced much appre- 
hension as to the designs ef Russia. He said that it was the 
only Pewer which had not given,and he thought it would not 
give,categorical assurances of its determination to maintain 
the integrity eof the Chinese Empire. ° 

He also referred te the frequent statements con- 
tained in the publie press to the affect that all the Pow- 
ers would insist upon the removal of the Empress Dowager 
from pewer,holding her responsible for the present troubles, 
and asked if this was true, I replied that I was not aware 
that the United States had made any such statement,that we 
had declared that the cendition existing in Peking,which had 
necessitated eur sending there an armed force,te be one 
of virtual anarchy, but had not as yet stated who we held to 
be the responsible authors of the wrongs done us, 


The subject ef the direct responsibility ef the 
Empress in the present treubles and the possibility of a de- 
mand by the Pewers for her punishment,is @ source of deep 
anxiety te the Viceroys of Nanking and Wuchang,and,I think, 
to mest ef the high Chines efficiale. The Viceroy Chang 
shertiy befere my arrival in Wuchang asked the British Con- 
sul at Hankow to telegraph te his government setting ferth 
the difficulties such demand for punishment would surely gugei- 
tate;from a Chinese peint of view it seems simply impossible 
that the Emperér gheuld be required to inflict a punishment on 
his mother - even by adoption,as in the present case.That she- 
may be hereafter prevailed upon not te take any part in the af- 
fairs of State ig prodadle,but beyond thet it seems highly unlikely 
that the Chinese can be induced to go. A threat ef insist- 
ing upon some punishment may,however,at the proper moment | 
TF the effect of securing severer punishment of the guilty 
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The general impression I gained frem my cenversa- 
tions with Chang chih~tiung, and inquiries made et Hankew con- 
firmed my opinion,was that he so entirely committed himself 
te @ pelicy friendly te foreigners that he has gravely in- 
periled his own safety and intensified the hostility ef the 
still powerful anti-foreign party at Court which he dares 
not openly brave, A prolonged continuance of the present 
atrained condition of affairs in the Yang-tze valley must 
tend te lessen his power to maintain order,especially as anti- 
fereign officials are,as in the Rrevinces of the Viceroy of 
Nanking,being put in the place ef these whe have until new 
efficiently aided him in his work,(See enclosure 7-) Add to 
this the fact that his resourees in men,money and various 
ether supplies are being taxed to the utmost to supply the 
ecurt at Hei-an and build up a new army for it,that trade is 
paralysed,that there is a probability of an eutbreak ef the 
secret anti-dynastic societies in his provinces - secieties 
which are known te be,or at least are officially stated te 
be, leagued with the reform party which in turn has the sup- 
pert ef many ef the missienaries ( just as Tifty years ago 
they gave it te the T’ai-ping rebels },and one must see the 


imminent danger ef an anti-foreign outbreak in this region 
and the pessible spread of rebellion all over the Empire. 

The year,from an agricultural point ef view,hes 
been @ very bad onej;furthermeore native banks are already 
heavy lesers by the present troubles,are calling in their 
advances and refusing further loans;the increase ef the un- 
eccupied and dangerous classes in the cities,the apprehension 
of fereign military eperations in the Yang-tze valley and 
various other disturbing causes too numerous to mention, show how 
a€ifficult must shertly beceme the task ef the two Vicereys 
of Wuchang and Nanking. 

The precarious position ef these Vicereys and

peace of China is a source of grave concern te the British 
representatives in the Yang-tze valley,and the necessity of 
upholding and protecting them adequately,by ferce of arms if 
necessary,ageinst the anti-foreign party new in control of 
the government has been and is still being seriously advé- 
cated by them te their home government. Their maintenance 

in their present offices is of vital importance to all the 
Pewers and too much camnot be done for them, The impression 
I gained at Nanking and at Wuchang was that while the Vice- 
reys there arecsincerely desirous of making a prompt end com- 
Plete sattlement of the preéent difficulties, they fand possi- 
bly Prince Ching,!.i Hung-chang,Yuan shih-kai and a few other : 
high efficials may hold similar views, de not represent the 
general feeling of the governing class,which is still dis- 
tinctly opposed to a hasty settlement and believe$that by 
gaining time the movement against the foreigners may be soon 
renewed under vastly more favorable conditivons, 

The less of the capital,the killing eof some thous- 
ands,or possibly tens ef thousands,ef Chinese,the destruct- 
ien ef much valuable preperty and the carrying eff e: frif- 
teen or twenty millions ef menéy,are not such unheard or 
calamities in China that the whéle empire stands dismayed. 
The Chinese realize already that the prompt coneglusion of 
peace and the resumption of trade is mere important to the 
foreigners than to them;fer they will slowly but surely ad- 
just themselvés to the changed conditions if peace is not 
promptly concluded,and for some time te come at least be able 
to bear with perféct equanimity the limitations put on their 
commércial activitys Sueh at all events it seams may be the 
reasoning ef the anti-foreign Chinese at the present day who 
it cannot be doubted represent the great majerity ef the peo- 
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ple. On the ether side,the principal advocates - possibly 
the only honest onés - of peacé,progress and cerdial rela- 
tiens with fereign nations are Liu K’un-yi and Chang Chih. 
tung,both aged and broken down with infirmities,their great 
influence constantly undermined, their forces taxed to the 
utmest te keep the peace. The policy of openly supporting 
them by the presence of a foreign armed force in their pro- 
vinces,ef fercibly preventing if necessary their removal 
from office,as is now being urged by the consular represen- 
tatives of Great Britain,may,I fear,have the effect of ruin- 
ing their influence for good,of destroying all their great 
power over the people, It would unquestionably result in 
their losing all influence at Court and thereby deprive us 
ef their invaluable assistance in the present and the future, 
Under the circumstances it seems to me that the 
enily course to fellow would be fer our government te present 
in the strengest terms to the Emperor,through Prince Ching 
and Li Hung-chang,seur pretest against any anti-foreign ap- 
pointments in the Yang-tze Provinces and the removal of the 
two Viceroys from their present effices,and te declare that 
we shall hold any such attempt or any appointments of no- 
toriously anti-foreign officials as unfriendly acts. Should 


the Vicereys be removed from their offices it would.be better 


to my mind: to stop all negotiations,for I tonfidently. believe 


that without them nothing of a satisfactory nature can be 
accomplished looking to a lasting restoration of peace and or- 
der, 

In view of the above considerations I have cabled 
you as follews,advising also our Minister at Peking. -

the situation in their respective censular districts. 

I new have the hener te transmit te yeu the various 
reports reesived, Thé reports of our Consuls at Tientsin and 
Niuchuang have net yet come té hand but will be ferwarded to 


you as soon as reesived, 


These reports may be briefly summarized as fellows.- 
CHEFOO. (Enclosure 1.) The Governor ef Shaniung has done and 
is still doing all in his power te pretect foreign life and 


property. Ne American citizens have been Killed er injured, 
but a considerable amount ef préeperty has beén lest. On the 
subject ef the steps being taken by the Governor ef this 
Pprevince te suppréss the Boxer movement and restere order I 
refér yeu te my despatch No.14 of the 25th instant. 
CHIN-KIANG. (Enelosure 2.) The Consul is now statiened at 
Nanking so as te be in direct comaunication with the Vice-

wy i me Consular district since the se-called Boxer move-

HANKOW, (Enclosure 3.) "The Viceroy (Chang Chih-tung )has ac- 
ted through all this treuble in a friendly manner te foreign- 
ers, We have called on him,the Censul says,a number of times 
fer gunboats and escerts,and they have been furnished prompt- 
ly every time. He deserves the grateful thanks of all for- 
eigners in this district." All but one of the twe hundyved 
American missienaries in this consular district have reached 
the ceast without serious injury, One,Mr.D.W.Crefts,still 
remains unaccounted for,but he is probably safe. The Cen- 
sul believes that the less of property is,up to the present, 
comparatively slight.

FOOCHOW. (Enclosure 4.) The agreement made by the Viceroy of

CANTON. (Enclosure 6.) The Consul reperts that no Americans

justice impartially administered. He is handicapped by many 
anti-foreign subordinates,civil and military,who make false 
reports to him concerning their pretended investigations of 
complaints ef various kinds, At times I have almost felt 
that heiwas afraid to exercise his authority as strictly as 
cireumstances demanded." Wo reperts have reached the Censul 
frem the provinces of Kuang-hsi et Yunnan of uprisings, ri- 
oteus disturbances or looting of any account, Accerdins to 
the claims ledged with him the lesses ef American citizens 
amount te about ten theusand dellars,U.S.gold.

In the regrettable absence ef our Consul from his

I have however seen Mr.Stevenson,the Secretary ef the Chinese 
Inland Missien who is stationed here,and have asked him con- 
cerning it. ’ He has kindly informed me that in the previnces

On the 17th instant I received from the Consul General 


a copy of your despatch of the 7th instant to him,in which 
you request the Consuls in China to report to you regarding 
the situation in their respective districts. 

In compliance with that instruction I have the honor 
to report as follows:- 

The present uprising had its inception in this District, 
the Province of Shantung. Shantung,although ruled by a Gov- 
ernor,is amenable directly to the Throne,that is the Gover- 
nor communicates direct and not through a Viceroy. The Gov- 
ernors of two other Provinces have the same privilege,Honan 
and Shansi,thus Chihli,with its Governor General (Viceroy), 

and no Governor ,Honan,Shansi,and Shantung communicate direct- 
ly with the Throne without the intervention = other Offi- 


cials;it is thus seen that the control of practically all 


China north of the Yangtze rests with four men. This is 
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important as bearing upon the present situation. 


The Province of Shantung is naturally one of the 


poorest of the eighteen,it suffers periodically from the 
overflow of the Yellow River,"*China's Sorrow" 


The Province was on the whole peaceful,the people indus- 
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trious,and never anti-foreign until within recent years. 
The first notable anti-foreign act occurred under the 
Governorship of Li Ping-heng,who was noted for his hatred 
of all things foreign. When he assumed office,the province 
was unusually quiet,the natives were eager for Western 
knowledge and not averse to the use of forsign inventions, 


and conditions were rapidly developing a large field for the 


introduction of the knowledge,merchandise and inventions 

of the Outer World,when all this was suddenly checked by 

this Anti-foreign Governor Li Ping-heng issuing proclama- 
tions ordering the populace to beware of the Missionaries, 
their schools and teachings,and to revert to the old way 

as the better one,even advocating bows and arrows in prefer- 
ence to guns.iIn this proclamation,when speaking of foreigners 
he deliberately used the Character “I". This had the desired 
effect; the loafers,brigands and anti-foreign officials immee- 


diately took the cue,robberies became rife,two German priests 


were killed resulting in the seizure by Germany of Kyao- 


chow,rapidly succeeded by the leasing of Port Arthur by 


Russia (practically all Manchuria) and Weihaiwei by Great 


Britain,(all were in my Consular District). 


The German Government demanded among other things that 


this notorious Li Ping-heng be cashiered,never to hold office ) 
again,so far as I know no such Edict was issued,although it 


is true that Li was removed and retired to a Monastery near 
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Peking,where it is known he was in constant touch with the 

Empress Dowager. | 
Chang Ju-mei succeeded Li Ping-heng,and an era of good 

feeling was again restored. It is true that sporadic out- 


breaks marred the general peace at first,but under Chang's 


prevailed.Governor Chang Ju-mei inyited American Missionar- 
ies to meet him,he furnished a house on foreign lines,advo- 
cated the opening of steam navigation inland,undertook a 
technical school,tried to get an Amerigan on a large salary 
to teach the young men of Chinan everything foreign, offered 
rewards for improvements,in fact was as pro-foreign as his 


predecessor was anti-foreign,and during his tenure it must

be remembered that the worst flood known for years happened, 
yet all was quiet,like a bolt from the blue came the “coup”, 
Chang was impeached and dismissed from Office on the charge 
of embezzlement,he had subscribed heavily to the flood suf- 
ferers,and was known to be honest,neverthaless he was dis- 
missed and Yu-hsien appointed.All over the Empire the most 
bitter anti-foreign officials were installed in the posts 
of the friendly officials,riots began. Yu-hsien came to us 
with a most unfavorable record,yet there was no hope so long 

as the Empress Dowager reigned. It was only a question of | 
time,and from September 1898 to the present day,I have sent 
to the Department warnings of the impending storm,(and every 
phase of this and what follows is on record). Yu began at 
once to destroy everything connected with foreigners,he 
secretly assisted all evil-doers,he outdid Li in his hatred 
of us.iIn the Fall of 1899 a reign of terror began near the 
German zone Kyaochow,he replaced every friendly official 

by one of his own,it was impossible to get justice. Those 
officials who did their duty or showed foreigners sympathy 
were dismissed,and those who secretly or openly aided the 
outlaws were honored by decrees from the Throne. 

The troubles in the S.8.involved the Germans until 
they took a firm stand and partially restored order,then 
there was a lull for a short while. The scene 
changed to the extreme N.W. He (Yu) caused the *I-Ho-Chuan" 
or “Righteous Harmony Fists" to be organized,now known as 
the "Boxers”,or "Patriots". They began their work in the 
N.W.part of this province,a section that had been taken 
from my control,on the urgent request of the American Board, 


who are stationed there,although I warned the Department 
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and Minister that such a step was highly dangerous,however 


I could do nothing,at the same time a similar organization 


was coming into existence in the South western and Middle 


of the Province known as the Ta Tao Hwei,or “Great Knéfe 


Society"“;both organizations received both secret and open 


encouragement from Yu-hsien. The Ta tao hwei was more in 


evidence in the jurisdiction of the Taotai of Chefoo,who 


used strong measures for their suppression,apparently. | 


Late in the Fall of ‘99 the Boxers in the N.W.spread invol- 
ving the interests of the Presbyterian Mission who worked 
in pretty much the same field as the American Board, but 
a the American Board are under my jurisdiction, there- 
fore I was called in,and having followed the movements of 
the Boxers against the Catholics and American Board,(yet 
umable to act,see my No.241 of Februery 28thjwhen my aid 
was called I started to have them crushed,but the organiza- 
tion was too pwewerful. Rev.Brooks was murdered, Yu-hsien | 
was transferred to Shansi (with orders to prepare his Yamen 
for a refuge),not degraded as I believe the British Minister 
demanded. In the meanwhile Li Ping-heng was on a tour of 

the Yangtze Valley,having been taken from retirement and 
given a position much higher than he ever held before. His 
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e sion was well known to be bitterly hostile to foreign 


interests.Events now following so rapidly that no one who 


lived in China could fail to see what it meant. On the 


"Removal" of Yu-hsien,Yuan Shi-kai,who had been sent with 


his foreign drilled soldiers to put down the Boxers in the 


N.W. was made Acting Governor and started in such a reign 


of terror amongst the Boxers that he was confirmed in his 


appointment,and ordered not to punish any more Boxers or 


Patriots.His hands were tied as Governor,when he was free 
as General. At the same time the Empress rewarded Yuan for 
his treachery to his Emperor. Yuan was Minister Resident 
in Korea and the cause of the China-Japan War.Jung-lu, the 
Viceroy of Chihli was his patron,the Emperor gave him the 
Green sword with which to remove the Viceroy,and he was then 
to return*to Peking to assist the Emperor in“suppressing” 
the Dowager and begin an era of reZorm,instead however,he 
betrayed the Emperor to Jung-lu who warned his Aunt the 
Empress and she promptly suppressed the Emperor and began 
a reign of terror and anarchy. The Viceroy of Chihli,the 
Governor of Shantung,Yu-hsien,and the High Commissioner 
Li Ping-heng were all at work secretly preparing for War 


against the World.But,as the Emperor suspected Yuan when 


ordering him to begin the era of reform,so in turn the 
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and kept him near her and under her eye. Yuan Shi-kai does 


not love the foreigners (outspoken against Germans and 


Catholics),but he is the shrewdest man today holding office 


in North China.He knows China's weakness and instead join- 


ing openly in this War,he sent a part of his troops to 
Tientsin to fight with the Boxers against foreigners,keepéng 
the larger number in Shantung to fight against the Boxers 
and protect the Foreigners. After the relief of Tientsin he 
bewame more and more pro-foreign (and is a bitter enemy of 
Yu-hsien) and so far as I know has done everything possible 


to protect foreign life and property. His Yamen is full of 


anti-foreign Officials,the Provincial Judge (Niehtai) issued 
imstructions in the form of a letter to the Magistrates to 
exterminate all foreigners and native Christians. 

Those whom I expect to see punished are the, 
Niehtai,Provincial Judge, 
Prefect of Laichow city, 
Magistrate of I-hsien, 4nd the Magistrate of Weihsien (fseng) 
The prefect of Pingtu.

In 1898,I wrote “And the end is not yet".In nearly 
every subsequent mail I sent warnings,and as the danger 
increased became more emphatic. In my No.230 of February 
135th,1900,saying $$$/"From these enclosures you will see 
that affairs are fast drifting to an acute stage and unless 
something besides issuing flimsy weak proclamations is 
accomplished,we may fully expect the Boxers or Big Knife 
men to sweep us all out of China.Certainly there never was 
a time of greater danger to us in China” #-A4F"Boxers were

reported that Prince Tuan,the father of the new Emperor

While my views as to the fubure have not been asked,never- 
theless I beg to observe that if the Empress Dowager and 
her minions are allowed:to escape,then you can count on the 
most terrible revolution the world has ever known,and that 
revolution is now being planned in Chicago,New York,San 
Francisco,Singapore,Honolulu,in fact wherever a Chinaman 
can be found that has felt or longs for the benefits of the 
19th Century. 

The crisis has but just begun,it rests with 
the Powers to say when it ahell coase. 


The greatest sufferer up to the present is the United

States,and the United States must do its share in hastening

I take great pleasure in being able to inform you 
that as far as I know no American Citizens have been 
injured in their person or property in this OGénsuler 


District since the soe called"Boxer"movement has been 


| Gausing so much trouble. 


Early in June I began taking steps to prevent any 
excuse on the part of the Chinese officials for any 
damage that might be done to American property in the 
various mission stations,by sending despatches to them 
stating that the American Government would hold them 
strictly responsible for any damage thaf might occur 
American Citizens or their property in their district. 

As affairs grew more and more acute the Viceroy of 
this province, Liu-Kun-Yi,sent out very stringent orders, 
to all the officials in the provinces over which he rules, 
and threatened them with severe punishment and degredation, 
should they fail to protect the life and property of 
foreigners Iiving within ‘their jurisdictions. 

> 4 also sent a communication to the Customs Taotai 
of Chinkiang requesting him to order all the various 
officials over which he had any control to be vigilant, 
in matching and guarding the property of American Citizens 
I received from him the following answer. 


Sir: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your despatch of this date, requesting me to inform the 
officials at Chu-Cheo-fu, Si-Chien, TsineKiang-pu, 
Yang-chow, Kang-yin, and Chinkiang,concerning the 
protection of American missionaries and property. 

In persuance of your request I will instruct the 
officials in the prefectures of Yang-chow,Whai-an, 
Chu-Cheo, Chang-chow,and Chinkiang, to communicate 
in-turn to their subordinates to unite with the military 
commanders to maintain vigilant patrol for the. protection 
of missionaries and missions? 

as military operations became more and more active along 
the Yangtse, the strengthening of the forts,the increase 
of troops,the mounting of new guns,and patrelling-é6f:°°.. <:

The chinese about here seem to be quiet and 
well disposed as far as I can see, but the officials 
say it is because the hand ef pover is. on them every 
minute.

lL have the honor to acknoWledre your request, 
of the 7th, "Ltamo to the Consul Ceneral, “e6king him to 
send instructio to the various Tonsuls in China, djre- 
cting them to ah to yor, a report of the general 
conditions of their Consular Districts. Setting ferth fue 
liv, the steps taken by the local officials, for the pro- 
tection of American citizens, lives and property. The 
disposition of the pe@ple towards the foreigner and any 
other information, which they may deem it) important the 
Secretary of State should be possessed of, for a }roper 
comprehension of the present situation." 

Up to the berinning of June of the present verr, 
there were few localities in thi: district, but what a 
foreirner could visit, without being insulted or threat<- 
ened by the natives. Hunan which had been considered the 
most anti-foreign provience in China, and where four years 
aco, missionaries had been mobbed, and had heen unable to 
establish their Missions,( except the Catholics who had one 
or two o1d4 established issions), had become more or less 
friendly, and Missions had been established in 1899, and 
were meeting with no open acts of hostility, and in some 
cases the OSs +4300 and natives were treating the mission- 


ieries, with 2 more civility than ever before, and the out- 
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look for mission work, in that provience was most encour- 


aging. 
But after the takine of the Takyv forts, and the 
native city of Tien-tsin. Vanious rimors bean spreadin: 


throughort the pmeviences of this district,that the “aku 


forts had been retaken, and many thousands of foreigners 
had been killed. That the Russian soldiers were shooting 
on sight, every thing thet wore a queue, and that war was 
being made on non-combatants, as well as the ‘cthincsoe sol- 
diers and Roxers, and other rumors that s>owed the Chinese 
were fighting bravely and suecessfully, against’ the Powers. 

These stories gave the Chinese great confidence 
in the poweress of the "Boxers" and their soldiers. 

All this caused a revolution in the treatment of 
foreigners by the natives, and a maiority of the officials, 
especially in the provience of !lonan, and Shan-si,amd ten- 
ded to forment and increase their hatred of the foréirner, 
and a desire to kill him,or drive him out of their country. 

Prom several proviences, the missionaries report- 
ed, that a decree had been sent to their localities from 
Peking, purporting to have been issued by the Ravress Dow- 
ager, ordering thet no protection should be civen foreign- 
ers, but that they should all be killed. 

This being the year with two eight months in it. 
A year which accordins to Chinese superstition, always 
brings trouble in the shape of war, famine, pestilence. and 
death, was a most judicious time for the above mmors to 
have a serious effect on the Chinese mind, and cause: uneas- 
iness. The people expected trouble,and as they claimed the 
Tai-ping rebellion had broken out in e year with two eight 
months, ani at another year of that kind, one of their kmp- 
erors head died, and many other clamities had always hapyp- 

_@ned in these years, and the Astrologers had replaced the — 
last two webwieubherts woul 4 contain the two eirht months, by 
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doubling ethep menths in the above years, but had said on 
acaovat of their prognastications, they were forbidden to 
change the months.of this year, from their normal ayder, 
The Chinese believed in the above, and their 
belief thet it was fate and that disasters, terrible would 
happen this year, has been the chief topic of diseussion 


among the mass of Chinese, since they knew two eight months 
were to occur this year. . Believing as they did, it became 
an, easy matter to form secret societies, especially among 


the lawless classes,for. the purpose of being powerful eno- 


ugh. to oppose She Authorities in carrying out successfully, 


their plans of bettering their conditions, ty plunder or 
otherwise. . 


; After wer began in the North, &@ panic appeared to sieze the 


natives of this locality. Bankers, merchants and others, 


began to collect in what was owing them., and refusing ex- 


tension. Paper money was at & discount, and ten dollars of 


it was offered for seven dollers.in silver... Valuables were 
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being sent to the country, Shanghai, Hongekonr, Japen. and 


@ieewhere to. places of safty. Thousands of Cantonese and 


Ningpo: famlies, were leaving for their natave prévicnces. 
Tens of thousands of Chinese were hurrying, from the cities 
to the country, and by the latter part of Aurust, it was 
estimated that fully one half to two thirds. of the citize 
oms of these towns had left their homes, 

All the women and children together with the miss- 
ionheries from the cities and interior, and a majority of 
foreigners. employed. in business had left for the coast, 
Japan or their former homes... 

The. Viceroy Chang, had issued two, or more proclamations, 
Saying, he would protect all foreigners, if the Powers would 
do so and so, . These proclamations, both had provisos in 
them, which tended to give a certain.feeling of unrest, to 
“the. foreign community. Not knowing but what something would 
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occur, which, While the foreigneps were depending ta a great 
extent on the Viceroy for protection, would cause the Vicer 
roy to change from a friend to an emen’. Fifteen hundred to 


two thousand of the worst characters, had been enrolled and 
armed in Rankow, and were stationed inside the city walls, 
in order to keep the peace and protect the foreigners. But 
as usual mo foreigner wanted Chinese soldiers, stationed 
near them, especially as these soldiers, while patrolling 
the native city at nirht, would help themselves to whatever 
they wished at the shops, and were heard to cry kill, the 
foreign devils. ‘ 

The Viceroy has acted through all this trouble in a frien- 
diy manner to foreigners. We have called on him a number 
of times for fun-boats and escorts,and they have been 
furnished promptly every time. He deserves the grateful 
thanks of all foreigners in this district. If he had been 
our enemy, many foreigen lives would have been sacrificed, 
and the trouble would have extended to all the Southern — 
Proviences, 

The two proclamations he issued about the middle 
of August," saying if the Allies fired on Peking, or if any 
thing happened to the Enpress Dowsrer or the Emperor, he 
would be wnable to protect foreigners loner, and that ali 
agreements mace with the Powers, were off. Certainly did 
not tend to give e feeling of confidence in him, to the 
foreigners in this district. When they knew the small 
officialls and natives were strongly anti-foreir-n, and the 
soldiers at Wu-chang,had threatened to kill the Viceroy, 
and as it was thought all foreigners in Peking had. been 
_massacreed, and the natives here,wore ready and ripe for 
} mobbing and looting the foreigner. 
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ait uid About. the 20th. of August the Chinese Authorities 
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napture the aa | neiaangl and banks, then got fire to the 
three cities. ‘they’ learned after ard. that this »prising 
was to be carried into effect the morning of August 2Prni. 
The leader of the movoment,was expeated to arrive on a . 
steamer from ‘Shanghai on the -Ist. But that steamer wa; 

held over a trip and the man @id not errive here, until the 
afternoon of the 2nd, too late to carry out the plot tha* 
was planned for the morning. The leader on getting off the 
steamer, inquired the wey to a house in the foreign settie- 
ment, and had a box that excited suspicion on account of 
its weirht. He was shadowed by Chinese detectives and a 
little after midnight of the mopning of the 25rd,the place 
was surrounded by Chinese soldiers, and concession :olice 
and the place raided, about thirty men were captured, 
documents and papers regarding the league, were found in 
their possession, showing that the league had over three 
thousandS000)ombers in Mankow alone. ‘That branches of the 
organization extended nearly all over the Empire,the leegue 
had won over two thousand (20090)of the Viceroy*s foreirn 
drilled soldiers, stationed at Wuechang, Many arrests have 
been made, and the search is still beinc made for members 
of the order. Up to the present time of those captured here 
and at various localities in this district, fifty: have heen 
beheaded at Wuechane, 

There are reports that the secret societies are preparing 
for another uprisire. 

From the middie of June business became sériodus- 
effected and gradually grew less, ntil at this date, it 
shows but little signs of reviving, up to the above date 
the Custom!s reports shows that the business for the pre- 
ceeding me  Reag in this district, was greater than it 
hea ever been before. 

a“ cndebipesr % ee to call in our missionaries, on on thé I%th. 
4 ‘of Sune, “A few days latter the Viceroy requested me +6 Geil 
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in all the women and thilaren from the interior. I was in 
constant correspondence with them both by letter and wire 
in early évery part of this district, ahd as in many 
places, they reported the natives and officials friendly. 

I waited a few days hoping that the danger would pass, and 
it would not be necessary to ro to that extreem, but affairs 
began to look very threatening. Yoreirners berean wireing 
from the region of the Yellow river, ask ing for protection, 
Again came word that they had been attacked in onan, sev- 
eral severely wounded and plundered of all they possessed. 
Missions were being burned in many places, and officials 
outside of the provierce of Fupeh, had become unfriendly 

to foreigners and in some jlaces informed the missionaries 
when they applied for help, that they had orders from Pekin; 
to afford no futher assistance to foreirners. 

I then began to advise all our missionaries to 
come in and by the last of July, all bet about seven of ovr 
two hundred (200) missionaries in this district had gone 
to the coast, and up to the present time, I only know of 


one who has not gone to the coast, and he is Rev:)D.V.Crofte 


of Lao-Ho-keo, who sent his wife,but remained, the only 
foreigner in that region;*in order to assist, mostly English 
and Swedish missionaries of the China inland Lission. Who 
had to change boats, coOminre down the Han river. 

There were ten or twelve American women mission- 
aries, livin alone,at different stations of the China 
Inland Mission, in the southern parts of Miang-si provisnce, 
who were not reristered here, and it wes difficult to say 
what, Consular district they belonged to, but as no 6ne 
seemed to be looking after them, I wrote to Mr Orr Ewing 
at Kiukiang, who wes in charfe of that section and reanésted 
ail of the American women stationed there to be brought in. 
He informed me he would like if I would coneent taxteaxs 
to" Leave one, woman at each station, and espetially there 
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wan one station, he would like to have one of our Ameri¢an 
women remain; I informed him the risk was too creat and re- 
quested that ali, he sent for, He informed me that he would 
see the Taotei and if he would allow him to co inte the 
interior,he would either <0, or send a mesaanrer for the 
worien. About that time nine Protestant and seven Catholics 
were murdere in Chekiang prevince , not a rreat distance 
from where some of. these women were stationed. As I heard 
nothing more from Mr Ewing, 1 decided to visit Kiukieng to 
find out yif they had started in. Mr Hollender who was left 
in charge in Mr Ewinrs absence, informed me , Mr Ewim hed 
Started some days before for the interior, and part of the 
women had started in and the rest would soon be on the way. 
The women had been safely brought to Shanrhai, but a few 
days, when it was reported that six > ~otestant missions 
in that portion of Kiangesi, had been attacked by the mob 
and destroved. 
In regard to Mission property. During the latter 
part of July, I sent a complete list of our Missions and 
an inventory of property cornmected with the Missions, to 


the Viceroy and put them in his care. As far as ] @an: 


learn, he has sealed the missions, and placed a guard to 
protect the property. The number of our Missions burned, 
I am unable to say, for we retvive no authentic news from 
the interior, as there are no missionaries there, but I 
think the loses will be cOmparitively S1azht, if no futher 
trouble ocours. 


None of our missionaries in this district, have received 
‘any serious injury.

Foreign serchants frequent these cities 
and have made trade connections with local firms. Host of 
the launches are under foreign flags. 


The result is that little prejudice exists among the 
people against foreigners, while native merchants are con- 
stantly appeling to the various foreigners “ith whom they 
come in contact to take steps. to secure the right for the 
launches to carry cargo a8 well as passengers, which so far 
has not been peraitted.by. the imperial Customs. They also 
ask. aid in developing the various sineral resources of the 
country and in no way have I been able to discover a well 
grounded prejudice against the foreign: mePehant or trader. 

I have been 150 miles inland from Amoy and spent. some 
time examining the mineral deposits and as a result have. 
been frequently petitioned by the various clans owning the 
mineral—~bearing hills to assist them in gtting foreigners 
to develop the mines. The Taotais and local magistrates have 
expressed their willingness to indéorse the enterprise 
where the people desired it,all of whioh would indicate no 
lack of good will and friendliness up to the time of the 
outbreak in the north. 

In some localities there has been some friction between 
the missionaries and the converts on one side and the petty 
magistrates and non-Christians on the other. This was 
especially marked in certain districts where numerous quar- 
rels between native Christians and non-Christians had been 
taken up by the missionaries under vagious pleas, distal’ 
ly that the native convert was being persecuted by the hea- 
thens, thus btinging the cases within the veatestg not 
under the treaty provision on that subject, 

Soon after taking over oharge of this Consulate I en- 
countered so many of these quarrels that 1 made an inves— 
tigation which resulted in ay refusing to take up any case 
whore the most positive proof of a clear case of perse- 
oution was net furnished, and at ‘the sane tine instructed 
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Ametioan pissionaries that they must keep their hands off 
local quarrels. 1 have Yaetsted upon the observance of this 
rul® and have only had one case of “persecution” reported 
to me Within 16 sonthe. The sissionaries here, | think, 

are Convinced of the wisdom of thig course and inform me 
that they are not appealed to so often since the converts 
learned that their quarrels do not concern forsigners. 

l.am sorry to say that some churches here do not keep 

out of these quarrels and that where it is most prevalent 
there is most ill-will. toward foreigners and between con- 
verts ané hon-Christians. I am firmly of the Opinion that 
the greatest element of discord in China centers about the 
Clause in our treaty which gives the Consul the cight to 
Appeal to the native officials for the protection of con-

When the news of the massacres in the north poasnee 
this province and the placards of the I Ho Chuan a keke 
Boxers, were generally posted, the turbulent element in the 
interior began to manifest a disposition to assail the 
native converts, and later the nigssionaries were sub jected 
to open insult. At thie stage | requested all American 
siésionaries to return to Amoy. I held frequent consultat— 
ions with Tactai Yen of Amoy..1 had been on the most inti- 
mate terms with hia, having acted as his adviser in several 
important cases, and took occoagion to impress ‘epen hiw the 
fact, those officials who maintained order would be in great 
favor when the troubles were over as the result must yiti- 
mately be the downfall of those who were responsible fe 
any outbreake. dss aso) 

He took vigorous measures to suppress the placards—is- 
sued proclamations and dispatc i toops to any locality where 
danger was threatened. Later the agreement between the Vi- 
ceroys and Consuls as to the Central and Soufthern pro- 
vinoes was announced and he subscribed to it and assured 
me that he would do his part if I would report qnpetheed-

had about forty stations in the district. Thers depre- 
dationswere always committed by a very few persons and 

at any tige the arrest and punishment of a few leaders 
would have put an end to the outrages in the entire local- 
ity.

The Viceroy sent the President of the Foreign Board 
down to look into the matter. This man, Taotai Chen, is 
known for his reactionary tendencies. He staid in Amoy and 
refused to go up to the district as ordered. After his re-

On thé troubles from the Chang Chew Taotai in which the 
blame was again laid upon the converts and requesting that 
the chapels be all closed, the valuables removed and 

then turned over to the officials and that we give instruct 
teng that no services should be held until peace was assured 
and the chapels returned. :This of course we refused to do 
en the ground that to de so would be to invite greater 
trouble when the chapels were reopened,and further. on

4s to the troubles in Amoy resulting in the landing of 
ttoeps by the Japanese and later by the English it was not 
caused by any dereliction on the part of the Chinese offi- 
Cials. There was never any danger of an attack upon forei- 


gnets. The real danger came after about 50,000 natives 
‘fled to the country when they thought the Japanese were

The presence of Japanese marines 
prevented local troops from patrolling the streets or 
suppressing the thieves who were looting abandoned homes 
and whé Were liable to burn the oity and with it foreign 
property.

The Viceroy 
has repeatedly telegraphed profuse thanks to the ae 
for having adjusted the troubles here,and two days ago,re - 
her long telegram of cowmendation, also authority to 
distribute money to the troops as a special prize for

These’ were the troops that rebelled and were only in-' 
duced to return to their posts when I loaned the Tactai 
money. to pay them one sonthié # » Om the pther hand not 
one word of congratulation or approval, by the Tagtai from 
any of his superiors, and the President of the Foreign Board 
has asked to be given the Taotai's post. The Consuls assured 
him that if he preserved order they would protect him. It 
now looks like we would be confronted with the necessity 
of asking that our Governments see that he does not become 


the victim of the envious or revengeful sandarites in the 
Provincial Capital.

The people of this province are naturally quiet and 
peace loving. They have furnished several sillion emigrants 


the Straits, Stzon, Java and the Philippines during the 
or three generations. Many of these emigrants go back 


‘and forth, hencé they have becomeq more familiar with for- 
signers than the native of any other province of China. 
Many Who have never seen foreigners have been taught by 
brothers, fathers, or cousins that the white Man is not 
always necessarily an en@ay. This influence has much to do

passed from foreign hands. This port ig likewise the principal 

export ing centre of anttve produce for the United States, the 

_ supplies being drawn from the Northern ports named and the inter- 

ter ports on the Yangtseze and elsewhere, entirely through native 
| agencies. Any disturbance in the interior, therefore, of a nature 

‘ te affect the security of property and transportation and banking 
| facilities, naturally immediately reacts upon the trade of Amer- 
- fean and other foreign merchants here, irrespective of the fact 


that local conditions remain quiescent. 
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The outbreak in June last around Tientsin came at a 

time when large engagements had been entered upon between foreign 

and native merchants for the supply of the usual sumer demand 

for American Cotton fabrics at the Northern ports, It may be 

remarked, in this connexion, that these ports constitute the con= 

suming markets for 90 % of the total Imports into China of our 

Cotton fabrics. Further, these fabrics comprise the bulk of 

trade in Awerican Imports. The Yangtsze region consumes 6% c 7 % 

only of such Imports. The supreme importance of North China to 

our trade is therefere obvious, The disturbances at Tientsin 

caused an immediate suspension of all trade to or from that place, 

and, with some slight exceptions in the case of native produce 

exported thence, trade after a lapse of nearly five months has 

not been resumed and no indication of reswaption exists at present. 
The disturbances about Tientsin and the Capital were 

soon followed by similar outbreaks throughout Manchuria, with an 

entire cessation of trade at Newchwang, which is the port of 

entry of all that region and where the development of business in 

our fabrics has been especially encouraging. The principal 

native firms have absolutely closed their establishments and left 


the port, whilst the interior continues to be the scene of active 


warlike operations between the Russian and native forces, Thus 
both the principal outiets for our trade in the North have been | 
_ @losed, and the vast interior regiomhitherto supplied through them — 


have been and continue to be cut off from their usual sources of ' 
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The losses in consequence to American merchants, 
actual and prospective, have been heavy, and no prospect is held 
out of relief until the Northern regions shall have been pacifi- 
ed and confidence restored. Native dealers are wmable to fulfil 
their engagements, all banking facilities have been withdrawn, 

and the whole trade is “held up" pending adjustment of the politi- 
cal question. 

This condition here reacts wpon our manufacturers 
at home, all orders being withdrawn and goods, where possible, 
being thrown back upon producers, China had become by far the 
chief consumer of American Cotten abroad, the export exceeding 
that to all other quarters combined, and this trade of late 
years has shown a marked and rapid development. Supplies have been 
drawn very largely from our Southern Mills, and nary Mills in 
that region depend almost wholly upon the demand for their output 
in China. This demand has suddenly been cut off, with result- 
ing embarrassment and distress to planters of Cotton, Capitalists 
and operators alike, and relief can only be hoped for from early 
and efficient action on the part’ of foreign powers, looking to a 
solution of the complicated question that confronts them. 

We do not presime to offer any suggestion mag the 
political question involved, beyond expressing the opinion that 
the maintenance of the integrity of the Empire under a reformed 
Gove rmment is an essential factor toward the prosperity of our 
trade.

There has heretofore been little trouble in securing 
removal of minor officials, but the removal, except in rare 
cases, of those of high grades, has been impossible. And 
even when it has been done, they have been very soon there- 
after appointed elsewhere or honored and eronoted. The case 
of Yu Hsien, sasieeer of Shantung and Shansi, is in point.

Seven U. 5. Marines, who were killed here curing 
the siege, are buried in the Russian Legation, and I have 
promised the Russian Minister that at some convenient time 
the bodies shall be removed. he reason they were buried 
there, was because when the first two were killed our ie- 
gation was so exposed to the fire of the enemy that their 
burial here was impossible, and as the others were killed, 
I thought best to have them altogether. 


I write to ascertain, whether or not the Government 


expects to take them home for burial, as has been done from 


Cuba and the Philippines. If not, I shall make earrange- 
ments to bury them in the English Cemetery, just outside 
the city; or, if our Government provides a legation of our 


own, which must be done if a permanent guard is to be kept 


here, 


here, it would be far better to bury those who fell in 

the siege, in a convenient place in the legation, and 

erect a suitable monument to their memory, which would be 
not only a constant reminder to those who come after us, 

of the unparalleled events, but a perpetual warning against 
their recurrence. I will be pleased to receive early in- 
structions upon the matter, and some authorization to draw 
for the necessary expense. 

Captain Riley and six enlisted men, who were kili1¥@ 
August 15th, are buried in this legation, where they can 
remain, if necessary, but there is not room for others in 
this small compound. Some have been buried near the camp 
occupied by General Chaffee's forces, and there will no doubt 
be others. I therefore suggest that some arrangement be 
made to join with the British, and either purchase a part of 
their cemetery tract, or make the whole an international 
cemetery.

in spite of this they have been stealing cattle, pigs, sheep, etc, 
and have outraged women and girls. Soldiers that have been stationed 
on the road for some length of time have fror. time té time made 
visits to the neighboring Departments and Districts and even to 
the Hills for the purpose of reconnoitring, and although means 
have been devised to supply their wants, still it has been impossi- 
ble for the country people to escape being wines. The farmers 
have left their abodes in fright, the traders have stopped business 
and the people generally find great difficulty in living in peace 
and quiet and obtaining means of support.

Having received the above, I have the honor to state to Your

certainly well founded. The allied forcés came to China fron afar, 
for the express purpose of protecting the foreign ministers and 
capturing the Boxer banditti. The Boxers have now all fled, but 
the law abiding people are in great poverty, and the traders have

as well as martial law. As to what measures should be taken to 
i pags the officers and soldiers, so that the traders and peo- 
ple along the high road, may again enjoy peace and trade resumed.

I have learnei that the Allied Forces at Pao-tine Fu 
kilbed.the Provincial Treasurer of Chih-li,Ting Yung, and 
others - in all six men, I have also learned thet the for- 
eign soldiers have gone to various districts, imprisoned and 
killed various Magistrates, Although thé reports in the 
foreign press say that the Tresurer Ting had connived at and 
tolerated the "Boxers" ,nevertheless since August he certainly 
repented of his past deeds and despatched soldiers to éxter- 
minate the "Boxer" bandits. Further,when the foreign sol- 
diers went to Pao-ting Pu and the various districts, the 
Treasurer did not lead his troops against the foreign sol- 
diers,but went outside of the city to receive them and pre- 
sented then with 6xen and wine, It may be said that he cer- 
tainly treated then kindly. Wothing was said beforehand 
that it was the purpose o* the foreien forces to kill the 
Treasurer,and,further,no explanation was made as to the crime 
he committed and a request made to China to deal with him 
herself, This can only cause foreigners to be treated with 
contempt,and still further give rise to a feeling cf hatred 
in the future. It will be difficult for the Chinese offi- 


cials to open their mouths in having any control in arrang- 


ing peace and they will be very much harrassed, The Gov- 
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ernment of the United States is known to be equitable, sincere 
and to do what is right and desires China to exercise oom- 
plete sovereicn rights. This question was brought to the 
attention of the sdbdtan powers by the United States end it 
wes agreed that China should hersel? deal with the leaders 
in this calamity. The action taken at Pao-tine is at variance 


with the views of the United States and this,I believe,the 


United States will agree to, The matter,however , is fin- 


ished and it is not necessary to thoroughly discuss it, 


What we are anxious about is that the foreign soldiers are 
still moving about in many directions and it is not know 
what may happen. I ask you to consult with Mr,0onger and 

request the United States Government to use its best endea- 


vors with the foreign powers to prevent them from again 


using their military power,so that the minds of the people 
may be set at rest and avoid further complications;that help 
may be offered to accomplish a settlenent of Soune of peace 
and then enable China to eet out of the difficulty. The peo- 
ple will then not harbor any feeline of resentmert, A speedy 
settlement will enable the merchants and farmers to resume 
their respective avocations, I cannot express how I hope 
for the accomplishment of this. I beg the favor of a tele- 
graphic reply.

China. These claims vary in amount from $672. to $38,296,-- 
the latter being a claim of the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
society. The aggregate amount of the claims is about 
$160,000. 

The claims consist merely of an itemized statenent of 
the articles of property lost, with their estimated value, 
which is sworn to as being correct. 

There is no evidence of the citizenship of the clain- 
ants beyond the statement of Mr. Conger who transmits them 
as the “claims of our nationals” 

Many of the claimants are missionaries and most of the 


losses were suffered during the stege of Peking.

Por their connection with and gross negligence 
in the presence of the atrocious butchery of the helpless 
Missionaries these men richly deserved the punishment inflict 
ed; but, under all the circumstances, and in view of the 
present negotiations for a settlement, I apprehend a wiser 
course would have been to hold the prisoners for execution 
by the Chinese Authorities under a peremptory demand by the 
Powers. 
The whole movement has greatly frightened the 
Court, and will make its early return to Peking more diffi- 
cult and less probable. 
It was known to the Allied Forces sending out 
this expedition, that orders had been previously given by 
Li Hung Chang to the Chinese soldiers to make no resistance, 


and the provincial and city officials at Pao-ting-Fu were 


instructed to come out and meet them and give them a friendly 
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reception. /The Chinese, therefore, think the arrest and ge 
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rs punishment is rather taking advantage of their confidence, 


and it will not be surprising if it shall create in the mind.

Chinese coolies, and considerable damage done to all the 
buildings by shells, bullets and by rain through the per- 
forated roofs, My entire residence was given over to the 
occupancy of the soldiers, But little of the furniture could 
be removed, and hence was almost entirely destroyed, Beds 
and bedding were given to the hospital; curtains, table 
linen, rugs and draperies and everything possible used up 

for sandbags; my carts, upholstered with silk, were used 

for hauling rice, flour, coal, bricks and Iime, and my 


horses and mule were turned into the general commissariat 


_ @nd eaten for food. No house in the Legation compound es- : 
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considerable loss, 

We have all made out sworn statements of our 
individual losses, and I enclose them herein, They will 
of course be proper subjects for indemnity by the Chinese 
Government, but since a long time must necessarily elapse 
before payment can be secured, it every I Saeeetful ly 
request, if consistent with your views, that you will kindly 
recommend to Denar a special appropriation to pay us for 
these unique and unexpected losses, for which the Government 
can be reimbursed whenever the indemnity is collected.from 
China, 

I will, in another despatch, send a statement of the 
articles lost from the office and elsewhere belonging to the 
Government.

The Diplomatic Representatives here having at last agreed 
upen the terms of the joint note to be presented the Chinese

method of conducting the negotiations resulting therefrom is 
breught forward. These negotiations cover such questions as 
the evacuation of north China by the foreign expeditionary 
ferces,indemnities and financial measures incidental to their 
payment,stragetic points to be occupied permanently in Chihli, 
amendments to treaties of commerce and navigation,court cere- 
monial,etc.,and a number of others,all of great importance to 
"the establishment of lasting peaceful relations with China and 


@nong the Treaty Powers themselves. 


It is my belief that these negotiations cannot be 
carried on rapidly or satisfactorily in China and that the in- 
terests of the Great Powers ani of China would be much better 
served if they could be . armas by a conference held in 
Europe or the United States, My shimetpal reasons for this 


pelier are ql) that in any conference held in China the rep- 


resentatives of the small European Powers,or of Powers which 
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have hardly any interests in China, will necessarily have equal 


rr with she others and may use them te the prejudice of ¢ G 
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other part of the world. If a conference 
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were held abroad it would be possible to invite to take part 
in it only those Powers which have creat interests, commercial 
er otherwise, in China, The ethers would have to accept the con- 
clusions reached by it. 

(2) All the questions,especially the military ones, 
to be dealt with in the conference can be more thoroughly dis- 
cussed in Washington or in Europe than here and agreements 
reached of more is ea value te the world at large and in 
a shorter time in view of the proximity of the various parties 
to the Congress. 

it is certain that as soon as the demands of the 
Powers have been presented to China,the Chinese Plenipot entia- 
ries will ask on compliance with which conditions they will 
agree to an evacuation of Pekingand what further conditions 
will be held as prerequisite necessities to a complete evacu- 
ation of northern China. They will also ask what points the 
Powers wish to héld permanently to insure free communication 
between the capital and the sea. The military cormanders 
here cannot decide these cilia tink. tae must be settled on 
purely political lines looking to apreservation of a balance of 
military power in northeastern Chinaj;etherwise we may expect 
to see repeated,on a much larger scale,the difficulties which 
occurred in Korea between China and Japan from 1882 to 1895. 

Se far as I am aware the military commanders have 
not given a thought to the evacuation of the country or to con- 
sidering the means by which it can be gradually turned over to 
the Chinese local authorizies. Most of them in fact are ad- 


verse to any evacuation in the hope that some day extended 


military operations may be decided upon, Permanent cantonments 


in er around Peking are talked about, and two or three years 
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the troops can be effected,

: If the Chinese learn that their prompt compliance 
with the demands of the Powers will not bring about the prompt 
reestablishment of Chinese rule in the section of country now 
held by foreign troops,is it net too much te expect that they 
will show great missus in carrying out our demands? They 
will without a doubt seek every avenue of delay,resort to their 
“usual,and so frequently successful,methods of procrastination, 
trusting that the future will bring forth something which will 
save them from the performance of some one of our more objec- 
tionable demands. Prompt action by a conference on all these 
questions would,it seems to me,remove to a great extent this dan- 
ger,and hasten the resumption of peaceful relations. 

I understand that the British Minister here has
